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YULE’S COMMAND 
“AT BOERS’ MERCY 


Joubert Now Has a Fighting 
Force of 10,000 Men. 


LONDON IS. APPREHENSIE 


General Lord Wolsely Sums Up Sit- 
uation In @ Gloomy Manner, 


WHITE UNABLE TO FOLLOW UPVICTORY 


War Department Declines To Give 
Out Information Received from 
South Africa and a Feel- 
ing of Despondency 
Prevails. 


London, October 24.—No news yet re- 
ceived tends to dispel the apprehension 
caused by Lord Wolsely’s brief summary 
of the situation. A Pietermaritzburg dis- 
patch says that the censor now permits 
no messages to be sent froin the front. 
Other dispatches represent the Boers as 
boasting that Dundee is absolutely cut 
off, and assert that, despite the British 
victories, the situation is still uncertain. 

The Pretoria dispatch giving the report 
of General Joubert to the government 
evidently refers to the first battle at 
Glencoe, and the reasons why Command- 
ant Erasmus failed to come to the as- 
sistance of Cgmmandant Meyer cannot 
be fathomed. Had he done so, the Brit- 
ish victory might have been still mvure 
dearly bought. 3 

It appears certain, however, that the 
brilliant victory at Elandsgaate was pro- 
ductive of no effect for the relief of Gien- 
woe, and the very reticence and brevity 
of Lord Wolsely’s communication are 
only too ominous. It seems to be worded 
to prepare the public for bad news, and 
it is only too likely that General Yule has 
been compelled to abandon the wounded 
and the prisoners at Dundee, because his 
force is too weak to hold the four and a 
half miles sepasating Dundee from 


Glencoe. ‘ + 


Yule May Concentrate at Glencoe. 
Probably Generil Yule believes he can 
better protect Dundee from an enemy 
advancing from the northwest by con- 


‘ centrating all his available strength at 


Glencoe, where there are now 3,500 men 
and three batteries. In the meantime, 
efforts will be made to reopen the rail- 
way and io get re-enforcements from 
Ladysmith. 

It is exgected that Commandant Eras- 
mus has by this time joined Commandant 
General Joubert, and that tieir com- 
bined columns amount to some 10,900 or 
11,000 men, while the Free State Boers 
now threatening Ladysmith from. the 
east and a column reported to be coming 
thrcugh Zululand must also be reckoned 
with. 

In short, General Sir George Stewart 
White has been unable to follow up his 
successes, and is obliged to remain at 
Ladysmith without being able to restore 
railway commurication, which is prob- 
ably broken at other points beside Elands- 
laagte. Thus the enemy, though their 
original plan, which is supposed to have 
been Colonel Schiel’s, failed, may be 
fairly credited with having isolated Gen- 
eral Yule’s brigade and livided the Brit- 
ish forces in Natal. 

General Yule may find himsaczif in a 
tight place, needing all his experience it. 
India and Burmese fighting to extricace 
himself. 

News Withheld from Public. 

It is quite evident that the war office 

has news which has been witbheld from 


the public, and if the situation as here_ 


sketched is confirmed, Boer divisions may 
be expected at other frontier points, 

It is regarded as not impossibie that 
General White may yet b2 compelled to 
ecneentrate all the Natal forces at Lady- 
smith and await the arrival of the army 
corps. 

A dispatch to The Times from Coles- 
burg, Cape Colony, says: 

“The situation today (Monday) Is grave. 
The Boers are 350 strong, and will be re- 
enforced from Drigkop. No defense is 
possible. The town guard will retire on 
Nasuwpoort on the appearance of the 


_ enemy. 


“The Driekop force is estimated at 1,50U 
men. The report of the fighting at Glen- 
Coe has been placarded at Bevhulie, the 
ironti:r town on the east London line, as 
4 Drilliant Boer Victory.” 


BOERS’ VALOR IS ADMIRED. 


Only Thorough Discipline of Eng- 
lish Gave Them the Victory. 


London, October 23.—The British victo- 
mes in Natal, following each other in 
quick succession, though accompanied by 
Heavy losses on the side of the victors, 
“bear striking testimony to the valor of the 
Vanquished Buers. They appear to have 
fallen Victims to the very plan which 
they counted on to drive the British into 
the sea, They have been beaten in detail 
by counter strokes carefully considered 
and brilliantly carried out in the face of 
courageous opposition which has done 
much to increase British respect for the 
burghers, whose splendid valor and deter- 
Mination, it is universally admitted, 
reached the highest level. 

Fuller accounts of Saturday’s battle at 
Elandslaagte emphasize the splendid gal- 
lantry exhibited on both sides, and .the 
fuperiority of the British in a pitched bat- 
Ue, although the Boers fought with the 
&reatest tenacity to the last, only yielding 
when further fighting was hopeless. 

An armored train with the men of the 
Manchester regiment appeared on the left

infantry entering the place, released the 
English prisoners. 

The Boers, numbering some 1,600 men, 
with three guns, occupied a commanding 
position. They poured such a well directed. 
fire on the British, and their scouts were 
so active that the Boer forces steadily 
retired until re-enforcements arrived, 
when the mounted infantry was sent to 
drive the Boer scouts from the ridge on 
the right. 


British Battery Does Good Work. 


A large force of mixed cavalry in the 
meanwhile swept over the plain and up 


the hill on the right. Lancers were met 


| with a heavy fusilade, while on the left 


a British battery opened fire with ,Qod> 


| effect. 
| The British infantry, which had de- 


barked from the railway train in the inte- 


rim, advanced steadily over the plain and 
up the rocky ridge previously cleared by 
| the cavalry. The Boer artillery dropped 
| shrapnel into the advancing columns, but 
the British finally scaled the hill, whence 


they overlooked the broad valley. to three 
rocky hills forming the Boers’ position, 
the camps being in the center. On the left 
center the Boers had a baitery of large 
guns. The Saaler hills were also strongly 
held, On the Boer right was the station 
in the valley on the British left. The lat- 
ter’s cavalry was on both flanks and uw 
battery on the right was busy throwing 
shrapnel at the Boers’ batteries. 

The British infantry formed for the at- 
tack in extended order behind the brow 
of a hill, the Devonshires on the left with 
four companies of the Manchester and 
some of the Gordons on the right. At 
about 5 p. m. the infantry advanced 
through the valley as steady as-on a field 
day. Half way down the slope they met 
a terrific infantry and artillery fire. Tne 
men fell rapidly and the wounded were 
carried to the rear. But in spite of the 
steady work of the Boer guns and the 
sharpshooters concealed behind the rocks, 
the increasing fife of the advancing Brit- 
ish infantry gradually gained the upper 
hand and the Manchesters and Gordons, 
edging toward the right, gained the top 
of the ridge, thus outflanking the enemy’s 
left. 

Boers Fought to the Last. 

At 6 o'clock the bugles sounded the 
“‘charge,’’ and the British swept ahead. 
.The Boers fought to the last, attempting 
only to escape when further fighting was 
hopeless. In the meantime the LDevon- 
shires, pressing steadily up the left, were 
strongly opposed at the Boer camp and 
from the flanking hills, and carried both 
at the charge, with wild cheers and bugle 
blasts. By 7 o'clock the British had gain- 
ed the position, and “‘cease firing’ was 
sounded. ° 

Three twelve-and-one-half-pounded Nor- 
denfeldts were captured, with quantities 
of munitions. 

The Boer dead and wounded along the 
rocks, who were numerous, were attend- 
ed to as far as possible in the dark. 

General French thanked the troops on 
the field, especially mentioning Cuvolonel 
Ian Hamilt)n’s splendid handling of the 
infantry. 

The British biyouacked on the captured 
position Saturday night. 

Some estimates place the Boer losses 
at 000. men, but this is perhaps exug- 
gerated. 


Only British Officer Killed. 


Colonel Scott-Chisholm, the only British 
Officer killed, was formerly attached tv 
the Ninth Lancers. He served with dis- 
tinction in tne Afghan war, and organ- 
ized the present imperial] eight jhorse, a 
majority of whom are refugees from the 
rand. 

The death of General Viljoen is a severe 
blow to the burghers, and the death of 
General Kock and the capture of General 
Pretorigs will handicap the further move- 
ments of this column. According to ad- 
vices from D& ban, Natal, the Boers have 
entered Zululand, a large column  ad- 
vancing toward Melvth. 

The best opinions do not credit the re- 
ports that the Boers are suing for peace, 
or that they are likely to yield at present, 
though they think the Boers wil! probably 
retreat to their litte of deferse ir the 
mountain passes of Laings Nek and 
Drakenburg, where they have biccked the 
passes with great bowlders and miusses 
of rock blown up on either side, and 
where, if they so desire, they would be 
able to hold out until the advance of 
Major General Sir Redvers Buller through 
the Orange Free State should compel 
them to leave the Natal side and moet 
the invasion.fiom the south. 


YULE IS IN A TIGHT PLACE. 


London Anxious To Hear from Sec- 
tion of Army at Dundee. 

London, October 23.—A dispatch from 
_Ladysmith, Natal, dated 4:15 yesterday 
afternoon, has just been received. It is 
a literal repetition of Cape Town's Glen- 
coe advices of yesterday and it ts regard- 
ed as somewhat ominous that nothing 
has been since received respecting the re- 
sult, especially when viewed in the light 
of Lord Wolseley’s statement that Gen- 
eral Yule’s force felt it necessary to re- 
tire from Dundee to Glencoe Junction. 


General Yule, evidently, is in a tight 
corner, as he now has or had to face the 
main Boer army under General Joubert. 
Genera] Sir George Stewart White, the 
British commander-in-chief in Natal, will 
undoubtedly detach part of the _ force 
which was victorious at Elandslaagte to 
his assistance. Such a detachment, how- 
ever, will 
tected against the threatened attack from 
the west, as General Hunter on Saturday 
wired that the departure of the force to 
Elandslaagte left him ‘with only a couple 
of battalions of regulars, a mountain 
battery and 500 Natal volunteers to de- 
fend the town, which is the British base 
in north Natal. Further news, therefore 
is anxiously awaited. | 


CASUALTIES ARE NOW GIVEN. 


England Lost 247 Men Killed and 
Wounded. 

London, October 2.—An official dis- 
patch from Ladysmith, the British head- 
quarters in Natal, dated 10 p. m. yes- 
terday, gives the following list of cas- 
ualties among the prominent Boers at 
the battle of Elandslaagte:

KRUGER READY TO SURRENDER 


London Receives Dispatches Saying 
President Is Willing To Quit. 
London, October 23.—A special dispatch 
from Cape Town Sunday says that ad- 
vices received there from Pretoria report 
President Kruger as now being in favor 
of an unconditional surrender. It is add- 
ed that it is expected the executive coun- 
cil will meet on Monday or Tuesday to 
discuss the advisability of such a step. 
The report, it is stated here, must be 

accepted with reserve. 


NEARLY EVERY OFFICER DOWN 


Gordon Highlanders Keep a Solid 
Firing Line as They Advance. 


London, October 24.—The Daily Mail 
publishes the following description of the. 
battle of Blandslaagte from its special 
war correspondent, G. W. Stevens, filed 
at Ladysmith: 

“The battle was a brilHant, complete 
success. The Boers numbered from 1,200 
to 2,000 and probably had about 100 killed 
and 10 wounded. 

“The fight itself was like a practicai 
illustration of handbook tactics, each arm 
reported doing its proper work to perfec- 
tion. The Gordon Highlanders, in their 
attack, advanced in magnificent order. 
They were immediately saluted with a 
heavy fire which told from the first. 

‘Their major fell with a bullet in his 
leg, but as he lay where he fell, he lit a 
pipe and smoked placidly while the ad- 
vance continued. As man after man drop- 
ped, supports were rushed into the firing 
line, our men darting from cover to cover, 
splendidly led and ever advancing. Yet, 
as ridge after ridge was won, the High- 
landers still found a new ridge confront- 
ing them and thus they fought their 
bleeding way until the final ridge was 
neared, with nearly every officer down, 

“Then slamming every available man in- 
to the firing line, Manchesters, Devons 
and Light Horse all mixed, with bugles 
chanting the advance, bagpipes shrieking 
and the battle a confused surge, our men 
swept yelling forward, but the position 
was won. 

‘‘Meanwhile squadrons of Lancers and 
Dragoons lapped round the Boer left 
flank, catching the enemy as they retired 
in disorder, goring and stamping them 
to pieces.”’ 


BOERS DRIVEN OVER PLAINS. 


General Meyers’s Attack on British 
Turned Out Poorly for Him. 
Glencoe Camp, October 22.—Delayed in 
Transmission, 12:20 p. m.)—The attack 
made by the Boer forces under General 
Lucas Meyers on the British position 
Friday enabled the British forces to 
score a signal success. The Boer column 
was driven pell mell over the. plains, 
losing over 300 killed and wounded. In 
addition, the British captured several 
hundred horses and made many prison- 

ers, who are being well cared for. 

The Boer hospital has been taken un- 
der the wing of the British hospital corps, 
as the Boers had only a single dcctor 
with a primitive staff, who were quite 
unable to cope with the wounded. 


HAS FAITH IN BOER WARRIORS 


President Kruger’s Representative in 
Philadelphia Goes to Chicago. 
Philadelphia, October 23.—Edwin Van- 
dusen Paul. who is delegated to represe.}. 
President Kruger at the international 
commercial congress, will not take fur- 
ther part in the proceedings. He left 
today for Chicago, whence he goes to 
transact other business for the Transvaal 
government. Mr. Paul intended to have 
read a paper before the congress, but the 
state of affairs in South Africa called 
him to other duties. sefqre leaving for 
the west he said, speaking of the war: 
“"The news thus far received from South 
Africa would rather favor the British 
side of the conflict, but it would be well 
for Americans to remember that nine out 
of ten dispatches received from the seat 
of war. come from British sources. I do

BITES HORSE, WOMAN AND CHILDREN 


Horse Died on Sunday Last After 
Biting Chunks Out of Himself. 
Woman and Three Chil- 
dren Seized with Hy- 
drophobia. 


Greenesboro, Ga., October 23.—(Special.) 
Near Greshamville some time during the 
latter part of the summer a negro man, 
John Colquitt, living on the place of W. 
E. & J. S. Smith, carried a cur dog to 
his home which had been bitten by a 
mad dog. The cur was given to Colquitt, 
and he did not warn his wife and chil- 
dren that it had been bitten before it 
came into his possession, The brute was 
seized with the malady, bit Colquitt’s 
three children and his wife, and a horse. 
Last Tuesday, the hurse, having develop- 
ed unmistakable signs of hydrophobia, 
died. The horse was dangerously rabid, 
biting away large pieces of flesh from 
its own body, and would not allow any 
one to come near it. On Sunday the wo- 
man and the three children were also 
smitten by the dreadful malady, and when 
Mr. Smith started to Greenesboro this 
morning, were in a dying condition. Num- 
bers of half-starved dogs, belonging to 
negroes, have been known to have hydro- 
phobia this year in different sections of 
the county, and stock bitten by them 
have died, but the Colquitt negroes are 
the only victims thus far. Mr. Smith says 
the negroes are certain to die.

ORDINARY WILL 
HEAR THE CONTESTS 


Spalding County Parties Make Argu- 
ments Next Monday. 


BOTH SIDES IN EARNEST 


Anti-Prohibitionists Say They Will 
Fight to the Last. 


PROHIBITIONISTS OF THE SAME M@OD 


It Is the Opinion That the Supreme 
Court Will Finally Decide 
the Case. 


Griffin, Ga., October 23.—(Special.)—Or- 
dinary James A. Drewry today decided 
that it was in his jurisdiction to try the 
contest case brought by the prohibitionists 
of Spalding county to test the legality or 
the prohibition election held here last 
Thursday. 

The ordinary came to this decision af- 
ter hearing able arguments on both sides 
of the question. ‘‘he arguments began 
last Thursday morning and the court was 
addressed by Coloneis Lloyd Cieveland 
and W. KE. H. Searcy, Jr., for the antis, 
and Colonels R. T. Vaniel, Marcus W. 
Beck and T. E. Patterson for the prohibi- 
tionists, Late in the afternoon tne case 
was adjourned until 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing, when ex-Govérnor James 8S. Boyn- 
ton made an able argument for the de- 
fense and questioned the right of the or- 
dinary to preside over the contest in a 
local option election. He endeavored to 
show tnat the-ordinary was not clothed 
with the power to carry on a court of this 
nature and said he had no power to order 
a Sheriff or bailiff to serve a subdpvena if 
they refused. He was emphatic in his 
deciaration that the ordinary could find 


no power to enable him to hold the con- | 


test. lf the ordinary refused to pass upon 
the question then 20 legal voters could 
force the tria] of every question before 
the superior court. He said no contest 
could be had until the result of the elec- 
tion was declared, ‘for as things now 
Stvuod there were no election ballots to 
contest, 

This closed the argument on both sides, 
ang in announcing his decision, Ordinary 
Drewry said: : 

“I have given this question a patient 
hearing and careful consideration. | tind 
the law plain and imperative that the 
‘ordinary shall decide all questions and 
contests arising under the election held 
by virtue of this act.’ The law itself de- 
fines what contests and what questions 
the ordinary is to decide- It says: ‘All 
questions and contests arising under the 
election.’ If this does not include any 
questions growing out of the election af- 
fecting its result, I cannot understand 
the meaning of plain English words. 

“It is ordered and adjudged therefore 
that it is the duty of the ordinary to de- 
cide all questions and contests arising 
under this election, and that complain- 
ant’s contest will be heard and consid- 
ered.”’ 

The case has been set for next Monday 
morning at 10 o’clock and will be the most 
interesting trial that has come up before 
the ordinary of Spalding county in years. 
Both sides are preparing to make a strong 
fight and the case is certain to go to the 
supreme court before either antis or pro- 
hibitionists are satisfied. 

One of the prominent leaders on the 
anti side said today that he would con- 
tribute $5,000 for the purpose of fighting 
the case through the courts if it was 
necessary. He is amply able to do so, 
and those who are acquainted with him 
know that he will do what he says, as his 
word is as good as his bond. He offered 
to give his check for that amount before 
the banks closed this afternoon, if the 
committee needed the money, 

This instance js given to show how deep- 
ly in earnest the two factions are, and to 
what exteut the contest case will be 
pushed. 

lt is predicted by all that the case will 
be in the courts for several months, and 
if the antis finally win, it will be spring or 
summer before bars are opened in the 
city.

HITCH’S SUCCESS 
IN PBAVINE HAY 


South Georgia Farmer Who Is Yery 
Progressive. 


TIRED OF THE CHEAP COTTON 


and Met 


He Made an Experiment 
with Good Luck. 


PROVED TO BE A FINE MONEY CROP 


Planted One Hundred and Fifty 
Acres in Peas and Made Large 
Amount of Hay. 


Quitman, Ga., October 23.—(Spectial.)— 
Mr. J. W. Hitch, of Morven, is one of 
Brook’s progressive farmers. Last year 
he made an experiment on a moderate 
scale in raising peavine hay for the mar- 
ket. He met with such success and had 
such a ready sale for his product that he 
has gone into it on a larger scale this 
year, having about one hundred and fifty 
acres planted. Mr. Hitch provided him- 
self last year with modern machinery, 
including an up-to-date press, and is pro- 
fiting this year by his past experience in 
the matter of raising and saving the hay. 
His crop is so large that he is unable to 
house it and has found it necessary to 
set it up in small rieks in the field, the 
juicy character of the forage making it 
impracticable to save it in large stacks. 
He has had some trouble in making these 
ricks weather-proof and is arranging to 
have a supply of water-proof caps made 
for use next season. 

On account of the large number of saw 
mills and turpentine stills in this section, 
there is a god loeal market for this hay, 
and during the past season Mr. Hitch has 
had orders for twice the amount of last 
year's crop. He took samples of the hay 
to Savannah and showed them to dealers, 
who declared their willingness to buy 

ail he could furnish if he could get rates 
that would allow him to compete with 
Tennessee hay, but up to this time he has 
been unable to do this. Part of his last 
year’s crop was planted after oats, and 
oats were planted on the same ground this 
year, and he states that the yield from 
this land was & per cent greater than 
from the balance of his oat land. This 
object lesson of the value of peavine hay 
as a money crop, and as a restorer of 
the land, has not been lost upon the sur- 
rounding farmers; a number of them have 
planted peas for a hay crop and have pro- 
viced themselves with improved machin- 
ery for handling it, but owing to a want 
of experience and the necessary care in 
handling this, the most difficult hay to 
cure, some of them have not made a 
success with it-this year.

Florida Man Who Catches and sues 
Alligators. 

Jacksonville, Fla., October 23.—(Special.) 
Jim Frazier, of Florida, is called ‘‘wild 
Jim,’ because he is the king of alligator 
hunters. 

“Wild Jim” hunts alligators in the 
Florida everglades. His sperialty is in 
furnishing baby alligators for the north- 
ern trade, though he also catches grown 
alligators and sells their teeth and skins. 
It is said that “Wild Jim’’ employs sev- 
eral hundred allgator catchers and has 
made a fortune out of his novel business. 

A favorite pastime with ‘“‘Wild Jim’’ is 
in watching alligators eat dogs and cats 
that he has thrown into the water.

ly. When he wants to ride he throws his 
alligator muzzle over the head of an al- 
ligator and jumps on the monster's bark. 
The alligator does not reach ‘‘Wild Jim’”’ 
with his tail and his mouth is muzzled. 
“Wild Jim’s’” wiry legs are entwined 
around the forelegs of the alligator, while 
the alligator dives and lashes his tail, 
trying to be free.

Biltmore’s Big Exhibit. 


The first installment of the big exhibit 
which will be made by the Biltmore farm, 
owned by George Vandorbilt. arrived yes- 
terday morning and attracted the most 
favorable comment. 

Reaben Gentry. who has charge of the 
live stoek on the Vanderbilt estate, ac- 
companied the exhibit. 

Mr. Gentry speaks interestingly of the 
work which Mr. Vanderbilt. has planned 
to do for the south. 

“Mr. Vanderbilt's total expenditure of 
$5,000,000 at Biltmore was not solely for 
the purpose of establishing an ideal 
pleasure park. He had a much higher 
idea in mind. He ftntends to stimulate a 
healthy interest in this section in agricul- 
ture and the raising of fine stock, and 
to this end he has planned a practical 
object lesson on a gigantic scale of the 
possibilities of intelligent farming, which 
is sure to prove of vast benefit to the 
south. : 

“Our model dairy, which will be ready 
for inspection tomorrow, will be complete 
in every detail, and will show every 
change in milk from the time it leaves the 


cow until it is ready for shipment in the 


form of butter. It cannot but prove in- 
teresting to the farmers of the state. _ 

“Besides the dairy, the Biltmore ex- 
hibit consists of fifteen head of fine Jer- 
sey cattle, most of which were imported 
directly from the Island of Jersey, and 
thirty-seven hogs, twenty of which were 
bought in England.” 

Of these latter, Nora C. is the champion 
sow of the world., She is an immense 
black animal weighing 776 pounds. Nora 
C. is three years of age, and has taken 
more prizes than any sow in the world, 
living or dead, of any age or breed. 

Another fine sow in the lot is Lady Lee, 
who weighs 817 pounds. 

Jeorge F. Weston, the general superin- 
tendent of the farm, arrived in the city 
last night. He is one of the most expe- 
rienced men in all branches of farming 
in the country and the high reputation 
of the Biltmore estate is due largely to 
his excellent management.

SEWANEE TEAM 
TS VICTORIOUS 


Tech Eleven Was Defeated by Tennessee 
Boys Yesterday. ) 


An End Tackle Play of Sewanee’s 
Proves Sensational. 


SEIBLES MADE SEVERAL LONG RUNS 


One Time for Eighty Yards—Georgia 
Boys Were Outclassed—Sewa- 
nee’s Interference Good. 


Sewanee won, of course. but the score 
was only &2 to 0, which fact, with that 
of the good work done by Sullivan al 
Maddox, should encourage the Tech boys 
to work harder. 

Sewanee’s mass play, skirting the right 
end, was the sensation of the day, and 
won them long giins and touchdowns 
every time it was tried. Seibles made 
rvns of eighty, sixty and thirty-five yards 
with this play, which the Techs seemed 
unable to stop in any way, except by 
full back tackles, and Merritt made poor 
efforts. 

It was in less than one minute of play 
and on the third line-up that Merritt's 
attempt to kick was blocked by Bolling, 
and the ball carried across the line for 
the first touchdown by Gray. But the 
fault was not that of the linemen in 
allowing Sewanee to break through, nor 
yet of Merritt, for not kicking quicker, 
but it was that of Cunningham, the cen- 
ter, who, in passing the ball back, threw 
it above Merritt’s head. Thus it was 
made impossible for any one but an ex- 
ceptionally fast fullback to kick out 
of danger. 

The afternoon was too warm for foot- 
ball, but a small crowd was out to see 
the game. Many Tech students were on 
the bleachers, and their yells seemed to 
wake some enthusiasm in the players of 
both teams. 

Sullivan made some good plays for the 
Techs, tackling and bucking the line in 
beautiful style. Woolley made some good 
plays also, as did Maddox, who played 
fullback during the second half. None 
of the other players especially distin- 
guished themselves, though the linemen 
played fairly well. 

For Sewanee the best work was done. 
by Seibles and Gray, the  halfbacks, 
though the line men and ends did well. 
Seibles easily distinguished himself by 
hard, long runs behind good interference. 
Then he bucked the line with a will. 
Gray also proved to be a fast back. 

But all of the good work of the backs 
was made possible by the strong bucking 
of the line men and their excellent in- 
terference, added to that of the two ends. 
The team had what is called in football 
parlance ‘“‘team work,’ and that one 
quality, to which praise is due the train- 
er, is what won the games played here. 

The Techs had only one chance _ to 
score—that was when Woolley broke 
through the line and blocked a kick of 
Simkins on his ten-yard line. The play 
was a beautiful one, but it was not fol- 
lowed up as it should have been, the 
other members of the eleven allowing a 
Sewanee man to fall on the ball. 

Bolling Does Good Work. 

Captai Woolley won the toss-up, and 
at 3:35 the referee’s whistle caused Sim- 
kins to send the ball whizzing from his 
toe to the Techs twenty-yard line, 
where it was caught by Merritt and 
brought back ten yards. The Techs are 
lined up, signals are called, but the re- 
sult is a fumble. Another line-up and 
Clarke plunges into the line for two 
yards. This is followed by an attempt 
to kick and a touchdown by Sewanee. 

Merritt steps back and Cunningham 
sends him the ball, but he passes it 
above the fullback's head. Bolling breaks 
through the line and blocks the kick. 
Gray is quick in breaking through the 
line also, and in a second is speeding 
to the goal posts, where he puts the ball 
across the line. The work is good, but 
the fault upon the part of Cunningham 
is bad. 

Simkins misses an easy goal. The 
score is 5 to 0, and only one minute has 
passed since the play began. 

Merritt kicks to the twenty-yard line, 
and Simkins dashes fifteen vards toward 
the place from where the ball was start- 


ed: Simkins kicks fifteen yards. Clarke 
tries the line, but loses two yards. Sulli- 
van bucks for three yards, then he is 


sent against left tackle for eight and 
against right end for eight yards. Here 
a fake kick and double pass loses ten 
yards and the ball, but Simkins kicks 
to the ten-yard line. Clarke and Wool- 
ley fail to make five yards, and Merritt 
kicks thirty yards. Seibles makes four. 
Then 
Sullivan breaks through the line prettily, 
throwing Seibles without a gain. 

The Techs get the ball on a fumble, 
but lose it on failure to hold it tight in 
bucking on the first line-up. But Se- 
wanee’s quarterback also fumbles and 
the ball is over again, Sullivan has the 
tackles brought back to assist him and 
makes ten yards around the right end. 


Nally Coaches from Lines. 


Here Coach Nally tells the bogs what 
plays to make, and openly instructs, them 
from the side lines, which is not per- 
missible. Suter, for Sewanee, also in- 
dulges in unsportsmanlike work. 

After several plunges at the line with 
small gains the ball goes over to Se- 
wanee. Here Seibles and Gray go at

AN IMPORTANT FOOD LAW. 


Heavy Penalties for Selling Articles 
of Food Containing Unhealthy 
Ingredients. 

The following law was passed at the 
last session of the Missouri legislature, 

taking effect August 20, 1899: 

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for 
any person or corporation doing business 
in this state to manufacture, sell or offer 
to sell any article, compound or prepara- 
tion for the purpose of being used or 
which is intended to be used in the prep- 
aration of food, in which article, com- 


pound or preparation there is amy ar- 
'senic, calomel, bismuth, ammonia or 
alum. 


Sec. 2. Any person or corporation violat- 
ing the provisions of this aet shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall, upon conviction, be fined not less 
than one hundred dollars, which shall be 
paid into and become a part of the road 
fund of the county in which such fine is 
collected. 

The operation of this law wil] be main- 
ly against alum baking powders. But the 
manufacture or sale of any article of 
intended to be used in 
food which contains any of the sub- 
stances classed by the law as unhealth- 
ful—from Arsenic to Alum—is absolutely

WITH THE FIRST COMERS TO 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


Hon. John M. Slaton, chairman of the 
general] judiciary committee of the house 
of representatives, announces that he will 
be a candidate for re-election to the 
house. | 

It has been generally rumored after the 
announcement that Hon. Porter King 
would not be a candidate for the senate 
against Mr. Clark Howell, but would of. 
fer for the -house instead, that Mr. Sla- 
ton’s friends would urge him to make 
the race for the senate. It was the opin- 
ion of some that Mr. Slaton would be a 
candidate for the senate, but his definite 
announcement that he will not be, but 
will offer again for the house, settles the 
matter of his candidacy and makes three 
announcements for the next house, to wit: 
Messrs. John M. Slaton, Porter King and 
Morris Brandon—Mr. Howell being un- 
opposed for the senate. 

Mr. Slaton is perhaps the youngest 
chairman of the general judiciary com- 
mittee of the general assembly since its 
establishment; but his record has been 
such as to demonstrate the wisdom of 
Speaker Little in assigning him to this 
responsible position. He has been twice 
a member of the house, and the active 
interest manifested by him in legislative 
matters placed in his hands has empha- 
sized the public estimate of his enter- 
prise and ability. 


The possibility of political combinations 
and rings built upon state conventions 
for the selection of judicial nominees. 
has become a theme for much discussion 
among the politicians. A good many 
people who have not heretofore realized 
the existence of such possibilities under 
the new system have opened their eyes 
and suggestions of methods to offset 
such dangers are many. 

Most of these are based on the idea 
that there should be no state convention 
at all, but that the ticket should be made 
up from the action of the different circuits 
in primaries, the state convention making 
formal promulgation of the ticket thus 
determined. One of the most prominent 
lawyers of middle Georgia, who was at 
the capitol yesterday, outlined the fol- 
lowing plan of artion: 

“Let the state democratic executive 
committee order a white democratic pri- 
mary in every circuit in the state on the 
same day, each circuit to vote for its 
choice for judge and solicitor general of 
that circuit alone. Then let the managers 
of the election precincts in the several 
counties meet and consolidate the county 
vote as in voting for members of the 


| general assembly and transmit the same 


to the chairman of the state democratic 
committee, who shall, as soon as prac- 
ticable after the primary, call the exec- 
utive rommittee together in Atlanta and 
there open and canvass the returns and 
declare who the nominees are—the can- 
didates for judge and solicitor receiving 
the highest number of votes in the circuit 
in which they run to be declared the 


nominees for that circuit by the executive 


committees. Then Jet the nominees for 
each cirruit be voted for by the state at 
large at the regular election for judges 
and solicitors general. There is no neces- 
sity for any convention. The matter is 
settled by,.the primary, each circuit mak- 
ing its own choice for judge and solicitor 
general. This carries into practical effect 
the intention of the people when they 
voted to change the method of electing 
judges and solicitors general. Each cir- 
cuit knows who it desires for judge and 
solicitor, and being personally acquainted 
with the candidates, is better qualified to 
judge of their respective merits. This 
method leaves the matter with the people, 
and when théy have spoken let that end 
it, for there is no necessity for a ron- 
vention in which the will of the people 
may be defeated by trades and combina- 
tions. The spirit and intention of the 
change in the method of electing judges 
and solicitors was to let the people by a 
direct vote decide who they wanted, and 
when they have done so at the primary 
let there be no interference therewith.”

One feature of the tax commission's bill 
which is going to be strongly opposed is 
that providing for a state board of asses- 
sors to consist of three men each with a 
salary of $2,000 a year. Members of the 
general assembly who have talked about 
the matter take the position that while 
such a commisvion or board might, under 
the new law, be of great value to the 
state, there is not much ]ikelihood of any 
salaried officers being created at this 
time. A leading senator, in talking of the 


| matter yesterday. said: “I do not, of 


course, know all the features of the tax 
bill, but I am afraid the proposition for 
state and county assessors will not prove 
very popular. Personally, I am in favor 
of both; but you recollect how promptly 
the former law creating boards of asses- 
sors was repealed, and you know the ob- 
jections in the minds of the people 
against the creation of any new offices. I 
doubt if the members of the commission, 
with all their ability and eloquence, will 
be able to carry through that feature of 
their bill. I expect to see much of the 
time of the legislature devoted to this 
taxation question, and there will probably 
be some changes from the present meth- 
ods; but I doubt if the commission’s bill, 
with all its features, will be adopted in its 
entirety. Perhaps I ought not to say 
that until] I have seen the official draft of 
the Hill; but I am thinking particularly 
of the feature I have mentioned, which 
I know will not be in the Dill.” 


Leading prohibitionists who are mem- 
bers of the house and senate say that a 
fight for some such legislation as was 
contemplated in the famous Bush bill will 
be made at the coming session, and they 
express hopes of success. The advocates 
of prohibition or anti-barroom legislation 
say that they have not been idle during 
the legislature’s recess. By means of 
mass meetings in different communities 
and in all ways in their power, they have 
kept the interest in the proposed legisla- 
tion alive, and have brought influence to 
bcar upon individual legislators. The fight 
promises to be one of the most interest- 
ing before the general assembly with the 


lines drawn about as they have been in 
former contests. While the advocates of 
a state prohibition law are as aggressive 
as they have been in the past, there is a 
general belief among legislators that the 
sentiment of the people is against any 
change from the present local option law, 
and most of them do not expect to see 
any change at this time at least.”’ 


Judge W. C. Adamson, of Carrollton, 
congressman from the Fourth district, 
was out at the fair yesterday. Judge 
Adamson brought his boys up to have a 
look at the evidences of Georgia enter- 
prise and thrift exhibited at the exposi- 
tion grounds, and he was enthusiastic 
over the character of the display in all 
lines. Speaking later of the coming ses- 
sion of congress, he said: “It will be a 
busy session and one which will mean 
much to the “country. The questions 
arising from the war with Spain and its 
results will be many, and the action of 
congress ‘will be importarg not only in 
the determination of the policy of this 
government but in shaping the issues 
for the coming presidential campaign. So 
far as my observation goes, and I have 
seen and talked with a great many peo- 
ple, the sentiment in Georgia is very 
strong with Mr. Bryan in hig admirable 
presentation of the proper attitude of 
this government in the matter of the 
Philippines. .Many of those who were at 
first inclined toward imperialism ‘have 
had their eyes opened to the dangers of 
such a policy.’’ 


Solicitor General W. W. Osborne, of 
Savannah, is among the early legislative 
arrivals. Perhaps it is improper to speak 
of him as a “‘legislative’’ qrival, for he 
is not a member of that body, but he 
comes on matters of special interest to 
Savannah that will come before the leg- 
islature at its coming session. Billy Os- 
borne is one of the most popular of the 
state’s officials and no man in the state 
is able to find more friends in a legisla- 
ture than he. 


In the list of candidates for the differ- 
ent county and city courts for which 
judges and solicitors are to be appointed 
by the governor, there was one notable 
Omission, that of the name of Colonel E. 
S. V. Briant, whose friends are urging his 
name for the solicitorship of Gwinnett 
city court. Colonel Briant has a number 
of warm supporters who hope to see him 
appointed. 


Judge W. H. Toombs, of the city court 
of Wilkes county, is in the city on busi- 
ness. Judge Toombs is one of the ablest 
and best known judges in his section of 
the state and has many friends among 
the state officials and members of the 
legislature. He is one of the younger 
men who have made notable reputations 
on the bench. 


TAX COMMISSION 
AGAIN IN SESSION 


Tax Bill Was Taken Up Yesterday 
by the Commission, 


ANOTHER SESSION TODAY 


Commissioners Are Satisfled with Thelt 
Work on Measure, 


ALL REQUIREMENTS FULFILLED 


New Tax Bill Will Be Taken Up by 
the House First—Opposition 
Said To Have Developed 
on Account of Execu- 
tive Sessions. 


The legislative tax commission, with 
all the members present but Representa- 
tive Ellis. of Bibb, met in the speaker’s 
room of the house of representatives yes- 
terday at noon. 

The bil] revising the tax system ef the 
state stands practically completed, and it 
js understood that the commission now 
has only to review its work and see that 
it is in shape to be presented to the leg- 
islature. Tha session yesterday was a 
short one, and the.members adjourned to 
meet again this morning, when Mr. EIl- 
lis. who only reached the city last night, 
can be present. 

A prominent member of the commis- 
sion stated last night that the members 
are thoroughly satisfied with their work, 
and believe they have framed a measure 
to meet with general approval throughout 
the state, whatever the opposition that 
developes before the legislature. 

‘‘We have done all that could be ex- 
pected of us under the construction of the 
Ellig resolution,’’ he said, ‘‘Shaving spent 
much of our time during the past six 
months in a close study of the tax laws 
of other states. There are changes, of 
course—changes that might be consid- 
ered radical, but when the legislature 
learns for the first time just what is 
contained in the bill, I believe it will give 
the stamp of its approval.’’ 

In viw of the fact that the tax commis- 
sion has given the subject such close 
study and attention, the message of Gov- 
ernor Candler and the reports of state 
house officials will be practically free 
from recommendations on this line. The 
report of Comptroller General Wright will 
contain, however, two suggestions to the 
general assembly, both of which, he has 
been given to understand, have not been 
touched upon in the new Dill. One of 
these recommendations is that justices of 
the peace be required to furnish to the 
tax collector the name of every citizen 
in each militia district, and that a penalty 
be imposed for failure to comply. The 
other recommendation refers to the time 
allowed officers of thw state to levy exe- 
cution§, 

The new tax bill, according to the state- 
ment of a member of the commission, 
will be taken up by the house at the 
opening session, according to the require- 
ments of the Ellis resolution, and it 
will go to the senate afterwards. 

That the bill will meet with serious op- 
pcsition is a foregone conclusion. It is 
said that a good many of the members of 
the house and senate have expressed their 
condemnation of the fact that the ses- 
sions of the commission have been con- 
ducted secretly and that opposition was 


made certain by reason of the executive 
sessions.

Professor Matheson 
Lectures on Tennyson 


The feature of the regular meeting of 
the Atlanta Woman's Club vesterday af- 
ternoon was the lecture on Tennyson de- 
livered by Professor Kenneth Gordon 
Matheson. of the chair of English in the 
Technologica] school. 

Tha lecture. 28 well as being delight- 
fully interesting, was most compensating 
in its force of suggestiveness, and will be 
of great value to the members of the lit- 
erature and art sections, who will study 
Browning and Tennyson during the ensu- 
ing club year. 

Previous to discoursing upon the beau- 
ty, technique and moral force of Tenny- 
son's poems, Professor Matheson gave a 
short biographical] sketch of him, draw- 
ing attention to the fact that his poetic 
genius manifested itself in early child- 
hood. and that very soon afterwards he 
seemed to begin his lifework of poetry. 
At college and ever afterwards he made 
it the one center about which all other 
interests were but incidental. His educa- 
tion was adapted to the fulfilment of his 
poetiq aspirations. 

His work, Professor Matheson classified 
as being the expression of three different 
periods in the poet’s life; the first, or 
aerial, when he gave voice to many of 
hia shorter poems; the second period, 
when he gave to the world the expres- 
sion of his more subtle thought, and the 
third period—that of his laureateship— 
when his work asserted its: moral forces. 

Eloquent tridvute was paid Tennyson as 
the student. scholar, poet and artist, and 
in conclusion Professor Matheson de- 
lighted his hearers by reading from tho 
‘“Princess,’’ the bugle song, which he pro- 
nounced one of the sweetest songs in 
English poetry.
